This prayer, chanted to the quaint and
yimintive melody of Ages at rundown to-
Alght In every synagogue and Improvised
synagogue In the world, from every bat.
tlefleld and battieship, will usher in the
most solemn day of the Jewish year—
Yom Hakipurim, or the Day of Alone-
ment.

This vyear the day, hallowed as It 18
Ly ceriturien of devout observance desplte
all obatacler, will have an added eignifi-
sance. For from the throats of 11,000,000
Jews there will go forth the fNrst unani-
mous prayer since the great cataclyem for
a restaration of peace on earth and good
will to men.
